On Music Program 


The first program in the series 
being presented by the music de- 
partment will take place this 
Thursday evening in the Auditor- 
jum at 8:30. Raimundo Llada is the 
guest pianist. 

The program for the evening is 
Sonata in F minor, Op. 5 by 
Brahms; Romance in A-flat, Rondo 
in D major and Variations on a 
theme of Gluck by Mozart; and 
Sonata in B minor, Op. 58 by 
Chopin. 


Program Notes 

Dr. Westphal presents the fol- 
lowing notes on the program: 

Sonata in F minor — James Hu- 
neker, the eminent American critic, 
says that in the F minor Sonata 
the most beautiful in the genius of 
Brahms has flowered. This mighty 
work has five movements instead 
of the usual four. After the stormy, 
passionate grandeur of the Allegro 
maestoso comes the Andante, reaily 
a love duet, that bears the follow- 
ing quotation from the German 
poet Sternau: 

Evening falls; the moonlight 
gleams, 

And there, two hearts united 
in love 

In ecstasy are bound together. 

The Scherzo that follows sug- 
gests a waltz, but an epical, grim 
diabolical waltz that eventually 
turns aggressively into a “Shower 
of metal arrows.” 

The Intermezzo (Retrospection) 
is a reminiscence, a far off echo 
of the Andante, as if heard through 
falling waters, and the Finale is 
full of agitation and _ involved 
rhythms. The character of the 
whole Sonata is lofty. It is music, 
says Huneker, for men of strong 
nerves and big hearts. 

Romance in A-flat; Rendo in D 
major; Variations on a theme of 
Gluck — The characteristic quali- 
ties of Mozart’s music are serenity, 
simplicity, limpidity, lucidity, im- 
peccable taste. There is no parallel 
to his flawless perfection. In” his 
compositions there is no vagueness, 
no exaggeration. They suggest 
nothing; their only meaning is — 
music.

which does not exist, is a short 


lyrical piece, and the Rondo is typi- 
cal, having a principal subject that 
recurs repeatedly. 

As to the Variations, an analyti- 
cal comment would be superfluous; 
the identity of the theme is always 
clearly preserved. 

Sonata in B minor — It is said 
that Chopin does not seem at ease 
in the classic traditional forms, still 
the Sonata op. 58, composed at the 
height of his powers, contains in its 
four movements some of the finest 
music ever written for the piano. 

The first movement opens vig- 
orously with a march-like section 
that soon dissolves in chromatic 


runs and is followed, after a brief | 


turbulent movement, by a superb 
flow of melody in the lyrical pas- 
sages. The themes are developed 
polyphonically, and in the recapitu- 
lation (repetition of the first part) 
the principal theme is omitted, the 
movement also ending without a 
Coda. 

The arabesques of the Scherzo 
are a relief after the clamor of the 
Allegro. It may be considered as a 
swift, sweeping prelude to the mea- 
sures of the Largo that follows. 

No excitement, no climax, dis- 
turbs the calm of the elegiac mel- 
ody of the Largo. 

In subject matter, in scope, in 
sheer brilliancy and sonorous beau- 
ty the Finale is one of the mapor 
achievecents in the realm of the 
piano literature. Not deep, pro- 
found, it is, yet, a dazzling close 
to this great, immortal work. 


SUPERVISION WORKSHOP

The supervision workshop is 
planned for county and city super- 
visers and coordinators and for ad- 
ministrators assigned primarily to 
supervision of teacher personnel.
